2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1 and 3-5 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 6,01 1,001 A to Navia et al. (hereinafter Navia). 

Regarding claim 1, Navia discloses a pharmaceutical composition comprising one or more digestive enzymes, wherein the one or more 
digestive enzymes are optionally coated, and one or more gastrointestinal modulators of acid, or pharmaceutically acceptable salts thereof 
(col 25, In 28-38). 

Regarding claim 3, Navia discloses the pharmaceutical composition of claim 1, wherein the one or more digestive enzymes comprise 
pancreatic enzymes (col 25, In 28-38). 

Regarding claim 4, Navia discloses the pharmaceutical composition of claim 1 , wherein the one or more digestive enzymes comprises at 
least one amylase, lipase, and protease (col 25, In 28-38). 

Regarding claim 5, Navia discloses the pharmaceutical composition of claim 1, wherein the pharmaceutical composition is coated (col 25. 



Claim 2 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Navia. 

Regarding claim 2, Navia discloses the pharmaceutical composition of claim 1 , but does not specifically disclose wherein the coating is a 
lipid coating; however, it would have been obvious to one of skill in the art to use a lipid coating to protect the enzyme from stomach acid 
inactivation until the enzyme reaches the duodenum and small intestine. 



Claims 1-5 have industrial applicability as defined by PCT Article 33(4) because the subject matter can be made or used in industry. 
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
